San Francisco, Cal., April 19th, I DOD, 11:55 a. in.—Day 
dawned on a scene of death and destruction. 
During the 
night the Haines consumed many of the city’s finest struct­ 
ures, and skipped in a dozen directions to the re sidence 
portions. 
They made their way over into the north beach 
section, and springing anew to the south reached out along 
the shipping section, down the bay shore, over hills and 
across toward Third and Townsend street warehouses and 
manufacturers concerns fell in their path. 
This completed 
tile destruction of the entire district known as south of 
Market street. 
Down town everything is in ruin. 
Notone 
business house stands. 
Estimated loss in San Francisco 
from one hundred and fifty million to two hundred million 
dollars. 
Loss of life placed at live hundred. 
Reports from 
interior most alarming* 
Santa Rosa one of the prettiest 
pities of the state, is a total wreck. 
There are ten thousand 
homeless men, women and children huddled together. 
The 
loss of life cannot he estimated, will probably reach thou­ 
sands. 
The destruction of Healdsburg, Geyserville, Clover­ 
dale, Hopland and I kiali also reported, iii every case loss 
of life and property as shocking as here.

He is now

of the Oakland d e p a rtm e n t and many 
volunteers, did heroic service, m a n y 
brave men losing their lives while pe r­ 
forming works of succor. 
The e a r th ­ 
quake, however, had broken most of 
the water mains. 
W h a te v e r water 
was obtained to tight t h e flames on the 
harb o r front and in the factory dis­ 
tricts was pumped from the hay. 
This compelled dynam iting, as the 
oiJv possible method of saving any of 
the city.

T h e flames were kept confined to the 
south of Market street in the busine s 
section until about 3 o ’clock in the af 
ternoon, when tie- wind carried sheets 
of flame into tho richest part of tlo­ 
ci iv.

Entire Lower Part of Face Torn 


Away by Shot anil Death is 


Instantaneous 


Mrs. Nellie Condon and Chaw. Bluhm 
drove down 
from 
Rice Bake, Cass 
county, arriving here last night with 
the body of Lawrence Condon, aged 11, 
who was shot Sunday by twirl Hanson, 
the son of a neighbor. 'The story of the 
tragedy as told by Alex Gilmer is ex­ 
tremely sad. 
Mr. Gilmer left homo 
shortly before tho accident and was in 
Brainerd at the timo of their arrival. 
Mrs. Condon is housekeeper for Mr. 
Gilmer and the boy was in his employ. 
Tho boy started out Sunday to hunt 
ducks and went afterwards to the homo 
of Mr. Hanson to visit with the child­ 
ren, with whom ho was a great friend. 
There were several children playing 
hide an I seek in the woods, young Con­ 
don having set down his gun and joined 
in the game. Earl Hanson picked up the 
gun and in some way it was discharged 
tho entire charge of both barrels strik 
ing young Condon, who stood about IO 
feet away, in tho faco and chest, killing 
him instantly. The entire lower part of 
the face was torn away. 
As near as can bo learned, the Han 
sons were too badly seared to tell Mrs. 
Condon, who was alone at the Gilmer 
place at the time of tho tragedy, and 
she spent all night Sunday night and 
part of Monday hunting for hor boy. 
Finally, on Monday, tho second time she 
met the Hansons, they told her of the 
accident. 
Mrs. Condon thon went to the home 
of Charles Bluhm, living six miles this 
side of Mr. Gilmer’s place, and they got 
the body and started for Brainerd Tues­ 
day morning, the trip taking two days. 
It is only possible at this time of the 
year to get either to Brainerd or Grand 
Rapids and so they came here. 
Im­ 
mediately upon arrival Mr. Gilmer tele­ 
phoned to the coroner at Walker, but 
was unable to reach him, and the body 
will be buried in Evergreen cemetery 
this afternoon after services by Father 
Lynch. 
Mr. Gilmer speaks very highly of the 
boy and says that he and Earl Hanson 
were almost inseparable chums and he 
feels certain that there was nothing in 
tentional in the shooting.

greatest calamity California has ever 
known. 
In San Francisco alone it is 
estimated that 1,000 persons have per­ 
ished, while as many more are suffer­ 
ing from injuries. 
The 
entire busi­ 
ness portion of the 
city is in ruins 
and the flames 
which, owing 
to the 
lack of water, cannot he checked ex­ 
cept by tile blowing up with dynamite 
of buildings 
in their path, 
are still 
sweeping through the city. 
It is ut­ 
terly 
impossible at present 
to esti­ 
mate tim property loss, for tile extent 
of the conflagration cannot be told un­ 
til 
tho fire lias 
burned itself 
out. 
Thousands of people are homeless and 
many are 
huddled in the 
parks and 
public squares 
beside tile household 
goods they were able to save.

city is under martial law and all the
